Louisville, Ky., April 21. — Ralph, George J. 
Long’s Kentucky Derby candidate, worked ;i mile 
at C hurchill Downs in 1:42%. The big colt did the 
trial handily and apparently could have gone much 
faster, lie went tin* first eighth in 12%, the quar- 
ter in 24%. three-eighths in 30%. tin* half in 48 % , 
live eighths in 1:02%. three quarters in 1 :15% and 
seven eighths in 1:28%. This good trial, following 
Saturday's fast half mile, seems to disprove the 
i ‘port that Ralph is not training well for nis Derby 
engagement, liis only ailment was a slight attack 
of indigestion and there is no apparent reason why 
he should not la* in the best of condition by May 
9. 

Ralph's trial Rnik place yesterday and it is ex- 
pected that he will be asked to go a mile and an 
eighth tomorrow. He was cantered slowly today.

The* fact that Estep has taken 
charge oi these two perfe»rmers for their Pennsyl- 
vania ownCT seems to indicate* that he does not 
contemplate taking out a joe*ke*.v’s license this 
spring and that h,,s made up bis ntiud to try

Quite a while ago now there was a big, blaze-faced chestnut mare rae-ing over the various Chicago 
tracks which, by reason of iter superior feats in competition with her kind, was greatly admired anel be- 
loved by local patrems of the* sport. Her name was Marion C. anel she was a daughter of that successful 
sire* of the time, Harry O’Fallon, which, on his elam’s siele*, was a son ed' the only Irish Birdcatdier mare 
ever importeel to this country. One of his sons was Terra Cotta, which was one of the best race horses 
• •vet- proeluced in the w’est and was twice* see*ond in the- Suburban Handicap at Sheepshead Bay, losing to 
Klkw’exxl in 1888 by a neck through a bit of hard luck, with such mighty racers as Firenze, Eurus, Hidalgo, 
Dtinboyne, J«x* Cotton and Linden among the fifteen that finished behind him. Marion C. was entirely 
worthy of her kinship to such a hero of the race track and like him coulel carry nigh, weights while running 
f ir and fast. 

« Marion C. was not raced when a two-year-old, going to the petst for the first time when a three-year-olel 
in a purse race at Churchill Downs, Louisville, September 24, 1889. It was a sprint of three-quarters of a 
mile, iu which she rail unplaced to Swamp Fox, Bettina and May O. Truth to tell, Marion C. was not much 
of a racer when a three year-old and only look one race out of eight at that age. But she w’as one of the 
slowly maturing sort and in the course of the next two years made ample amends for the delinquencies of 
h«*r first year iu racing. Her second race was for the Tobacco Stakes, at Latonia, October 2. This race 
was at a mile in heavy going and sue finished third to Ireland and Outbound in a neck and neck finish, 
having eight others behind her and showing material improvement. The race was run iu 1:44%. Next, on 
October 7, she was beaten a head by Bettina in a purse race at seven and a half furlongs, in which the 
favorite, Famine, finished third. This was followed l»y a victory in a purse, October 14, in which, at three- 
quarters iu deep mud, she defeated Warpeake, Ecstacy and six more inferior racers in 3:19%. Then, at 
l lie Nashville fall meeting, she ran four times without success. 

When a four-year-old Marion C. was beaten in her first five races, but generally was found fighting out 
the finishes in lx*r characteristic resolute fashion.,. Her first start was in the Delbeck Handicap of a mile 
and a sixteenth, at Louisville, May lti, in which she ran unplaced to Sportsman, Blarneystone Jr. and 
Polenms. She did better in her next race by ruuuiug second to the great mare. Huntress, at a mile in 1:45, 
hut Huntress, then owned by George V. Hankins of this city, carried 122 pounds to her 100. Castaway was 
third and four ran unplaced. May 22 she again ran second, this time to Blarneystone Jr., a high-class 
three-year-old owned by Cesar Weatherford of Memphis. The race was at a mile and a sixteenth in heavy 
going and she was beaten a length in 1:48%. Her next start was In a mile and a quarter race at Wash 

iugton I*. -irk. in which she was third to Robespierre and Spokane in 2:09%. Two days afterwards she ran 

second to Racine in that famous mlie dash, iu which Ten Broeek’s long-standing record of 1 :39% was sur- 
passed and replaeed by Racine’s 1 :29%. Racine carried 107 pounds to her 102 and won by a length. Gyiu 
nast was third ami the other starters iu that notable race were Almont, Churchill Clark, X, Cecil B. and 
Jed. So great lias been the advance in t lie art of making tracks fast since then that nowadays the covering 
of n mile in much faster time is of frequent occurrence, hilt at that time Racine was held to have done a 
wonderful thing and his fame waxed greatly. Marlon C. had also ran a great race and was now ripe. Her 
next start was iu the Boulevard Stakes, at a mile, on July 5. This race was for all ages and, carrying 117 
pounds, Marion C. won by a length in 1:41%. with Almont, 112, second, and Rival, 117, third. Daisy F., 

Ill pounds: Belle Sanger, 00: Flyaway, 109; Clio, 104, and Kaloolalt, J19, were the unplaced ones. Clio 

was the favorite at 2 to 1 and it was 4 to 1 against Marion C. She was not started again until the Louis- 
ville fall meeting came on. There, September 20, she defeated Blarneystone Jr., Business and six others, 
at a mile and a sixteenth in 1:50%, having up 115 pounds to 107 on Blarneystone Jr. and 95 on Business. 
Sept end ter 24 six* was given 120 pounds in the Cash Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, and, winning easily 
in 2:14. defeated Ed Hopper, 105 pounds, and Catalpa, 120. At the Latonia fail meeting she was a 7 to 5 
favorite for the Cincinnati Hotel Handicap, at a mile and an eighth, but ran third to Prince Fortunatus 
and Milldab* in 1:55%. Prince Fortunatus was a capita] race horse and had up 122 pounds to 110 on Mill- 
dale and 119 on Marion C. Then she was taken to Nashville and won three races out of four starts. In 
her first race there she was beaten at a mile in 1:41% by J. M. Brown’s fast colt. Bobby Beach, then won 
at a mile and seventy yards in 1 :4S. with fix po.i.xls up. defeating Blarneystone Jr.. 415; Fayette. 115, 
aud three more fast horses. Following this she carried 121 pounds and won at a mile and a sixteenth in 
1:49. l ayette. 112 iMinnds, was second, with Fred Fink. 95. third, and four more unplaced. Her last race 
of the year was a'so at a mile and a sixteenth and this she won in 1:49%. with 12b pounds in the saddle. 
Blarneystone Jr.. 119 fxmnds. was second and J. T.. 111. was third, while seven more ran unplaced. 

Good as she had been as a four year-old. she was even better in 1891. It was a year of grand ltorses. 
indeed, and some of Iter races were veritable battles of equine giants, in which .die played her purl worthily. 
Her first two starts were at the Louisville spring meeting and in neither was she placed, not being quite 

fit. The first was a mile dash, won by Milt Young on a slow track in 1:44. and the second the Delbeck 

Handicap, at the same distance, which the famous Proctor Knott won in 1:42%. with Protection second 
and Princess Limo third. This race was run May 15 and her next start was at I a ton la. May 25. in a mile 
dash for a purse. Only having Dr. Nave and Long Shot as opponents, six- was a 1 to 2 favorite and warn 
in a canter in 1:45. Six* had sterner opposition May 2b in tlx* Decoration Handicap at a mile and a quarter, 
Du* which tlx* starters and weights were Marion C . IKS pounds: Michael, 108; Proctor Knott, 12S; Semper 
Fidel*-. 104: Gloekner, 112, aixl Hueneme, 100. hut in a fine contest she won by a half length from Michael 
in 2:08. with I’roctor Knott a good third. Michael was a good colt, belonging to It. A. Swigert, which 
afterwards won the St. Louis Derby of that year. June 0 six* was given 121 pounds iu the Cincinnati Hotel 
Handicap, at a mile and three-sixteenths, to 1 :09 on Gloekner, and the latter, a superior mud runner, beat 
her by a length in extremely heavy going in 2:11, Rosemont, 104. running third, with W. G. Morris, Yale 
’91 and Allan Bane unplaced. Then she came on to Washington Park and, on June 27. was unplaced in 

tlx* Oak woo* I Handicap, at a mile and an eighth. It was a great field, tlx* starters, ages and weights Im* 

ing Racine, 4, 124; Verge d’Or. 4. 108; Whitney. 2, 97: Business. 0, 97: Marion C., 5, 121; Ormie, 5, 110; 
Santiago, 4. 116: Gold Dollar. 2, 99; Fayette, 6, 106; Ban Chief, 4, 112; Prince, 4, 97, and Homer, 2. 101. 
Superbly ii*l<l*-n by “Daredevil** Fitzpatrick, Racine won by a length in 1:53, with Verge d’Or s ccoa d and 
Whitney third. Marlon C. finished fifth. On July 2 she had her revenge when for the second time she won 
the Boulevard Stakes at a mile. She carried 124 pounds, the other starters being Santiago, 122 pounds; 
Ban Chief, 122: Racine, 129, and Donatello, 109. all race hors«*s of high class. Racine was a 2 to 5 favo- 
rite. hm Marion C. passed him in the homestretch with on** of her famous rushes and won by a lengfh and 
a half in 1:41%. with Santiago second and Ban Chief third. July 9 she won a purs** at a mile aixl an 
eighth in 1:55, in which she beat Santiago, Whitney, lionise M., Allan Bane. Rudolph and Pickup. Next 
she ran second to Ban Chief in the second running of tlx* Wheeler Handicap aud carried 121 pounds to his 
115. Santiago, 122 pounds, was third and tlx* unplaced ones were Kingman. Racine, English Lady, Ormonde, 
Louise M.. Verge d’Or and Take Notice, a remarkable aggregation of high-class horses. The race was run 
in 2:OtP ( . 

From Washington Park she was taken to St. Paul, where she won two purses, hut in bitterly con 
'csted finishes was barely beaten in two stake races. Then she was brought back to Chicago to gain the 
crowning triumph of her career. At that time opposition racing was carried on at ImRIi Garfield Park and 
Hawthorne, rivalry between the governing forces of the two tracks being of the most intensely hostile char- 
acter. Tlx* Garfield Park people had opened a special sweeps lakes of $500 each. $100 forfeit, and $10,000 
added, called the Garfield Slakes, and had not only induced M. F. Dwyer to enter tlx* celebrated horse, 
Kingston, hut also to bring him out here to race for the event. Kingston was indisputably one of the great- 
est race horses of American turf history, his record of having been unplaced but four times in the 12S races 
in which lx* started being w ithout a para h*l. His advent here created unbounded excitement and on the day 
of the race. August 22. 1901, Garfield Park was crowded to its capacity, while Hawthorne was practically 
deserted. Only three other horses contested the event with Kingston. It was at weight for age. at a mile 
and an eighth, aixl under such conditions Kingston and Aloha each carried 124 pounds. Verge d’Or 122 and 
Marion C. 119. Fitzpatrick was on the latter, wliil** Hamilton i**k1** Kingston. C. Sloan Aloha and Overton 
Verge d’Or. In the betting it was 2 to 5 against Kingston, 2% to 1 Verge d’Or. 7 to 1 Marion C. and 20 to 
I Aloha, the presumption being that Kingston could hardly lose. But lose he did and when Marlon C.. at 
the end of a grandly contested race, swept past the judges a length in front of the eastern crack the vast 
assemblage of spectators practically went crazy. That Kingston was not at his bes! that day he afterwards 
proved conclusively when on September 2 in* easily defeated Marion C. and Verge d’Or at the same distance. 
All the same the mare raced grandly on both occasions. Her victory was achieved in 1:55 and she made 
Kingston run iu 1 :54 when lie defeated her. The big race was her last winning one and 1891 was her last 
year in racing. Her record aud pedigree were as follows:

The 
Derby favorite’s trainer, F. D. Weir, had Ellis 
in his employ for several years in the old days, aixl 
the latter r**«le many winners for the trainer of 
the son of i nele, particularly iu tlx* old days at 
Gutfeuberg. Ellis thinks Old Rosebud will cer- 
taiuly win the Derby. 



Havre de Grace, Md., April 21.— The J. L. Hol- 
land stable, whieh appears to be a target for the 
run-up men at Havre de Grace, again suffered this 
afternoon when Gordon, wiuuer of the opening dash, 
was hid up from $tKH> to $1,105 and Hectograph, 
winner of the Germantown Selling Stakes, from $500 
to $1,500. The former was protected, but the two- 
year old was allowed to go to Sam Louis on his 
bid of $1,500. C. C. Smithson did the bidding on 
Gordon. Hectograph’s victory was the sixth that 
the Holland stable lias scored during the three days 
of the meeting, two of them being in stake races. 

The colors of J. S. Tyree were carried to victory 
in the second race by a good-looking two-year-old. 
Dr. Larriek. The colt was ridden by H. Snyder, 
who resumed riding yesterday after a long absence 
from the saddle. Dr. Larriek showed a good per- 
formance. Bounding h* t lie front soon after the 
start, he led under slight restraint for the re- 
mainder of the trip. 

Czar Miehacl, whose entry will be barred in the 
future on account of his propensity for bleeding, 
scored an easy victory in the third, in which he 
came from behind and won with something to spare. 

The track was lumpy and so deep close to the 
inner rail that horses with au inside post position 1 
were at a disadvantage. Buxton’s tactics in takiug 
Progressive to the inside in his race helped in a 
measure to lieat bint. 

Theodore Coles saddled his first winner of the 
meeting and Dr. J. S. Tyree, the Washington chem- 
ist, won his first purse when Dr. Larriek beat a 
smart lot of maiden two-year olds in the second 
race. 

James Fitzsimmons today purchased the two-year- 
old filly Rustic Maid from Richard T. Wilson. She 
is ji half-sister to Spring Maid. 

Frank Turner, a son of John Turner, famous in 
his day as a driver, lias purchased the three-year- 
old Enver Bey fr< nt W S. Thompson. 

II. I). Brown, who last fall relinquished his 
holdings iu the Laurel track to Matt Winn and his 
associates, was a visitor at the track this afternoon. 

Peter Clark lias been at the track since the open- 
ing of tlx* meeting in the interest of the Denver 
Fair aud Racing Association, distributing stake 
blanks among the horsemen today. He is op- 
timistic over the coming season in the far west 
and confidently expects the shipment there of some 
g<x*d horses.

OLD ROSEBUD REACHES LEXINGTON. 

Kentucky Derby Favorite Now Occupying Same 
Quarters That Donerail Did Last Spring. 



Lexington, Ky., April 21. — Old Rosebud* favorite 
for the Kentucky Derby, arrived at the Kentucky 
Association track from Louisville this morning and 
along with **ighf others of the string of trainer 
Frank D. Weir, is quartered in tlx* same stable 
which last spring sheltered Donerail, winner of 
the 1913 Kentucky Derby. Old Rosebud’s stable 
companions are Any Port, Grover Hughes, Edith 
W., Mcx. Miss Fielder, Yale, Breezer and Tower. 
All these tiorses are tit and ready to raw. Col. W. 
E. Applegate and his son. Hamilton C. Applegate, 
who refused Jefferson Livingston’s offer of $35,000 
for the sou of Cncle and Ivory Bells, are also here, 
as is j«K*k**v McCain*, who rides the horses trained 
by Weir. 

R. F. Carman’s Surprising, a candidate for the 
Blue Grass Stakes aud the Kentucky Derby, had 
three-quarters in the muddy going this morning in 
1:24% and it was called a good move by the work 
watchers. Tlx* son of Marta Santa and Strathlou 
was compelled to go around the “dogs.’’ Surprising 
is certain to start iu tlx* Blue Grass Stakes ami 
will probably have one other race here. 

Charley Wilson’s Ivan Gardner and R. J. Aus- 
tin's Indolence, which finished first and second, 
respectively, in the Palmetto Derby, at Charleston, 
were hotli out for a mile work-out this morning. 
The former went in 1:57 and the latter, pulling up 
in the last eighth, in 2:00.

INCREASING PURSES IN AUSTRALIA. 



In McllNuirne for a long time past, owners and 
trainers have complained about tin* -mallness of tin* 
prize-money distributed by some of tin* “proprietary” 
horse club, and recently the Owners. Trainers, and 
Breeders’ Assoelnliou brought the matter under 
i he liotiee of the Chief Secretary of tlie state. Mr. 
Murray, whose department den’s with rhe lieeusing 
of race courses. The outcome was that Mr. Murray 
met representatives of I lie clubs and the Association 
to discuss the matter. The representative* of 
each body met in amicable -pirit. and the resr.lt 
was tltai the clubs agreed to Increase the minimum 
prize- money for week -da v meetings from $1.75u to 
$2,500. and from 82 54m to $3.«(99 for Saturdays 
and holidays. In Mellsniruo. as In Sydney, the 
proprietory clubs have been doing well for a long 
time nasi. and. a< compared with those of Svdnev. 
they have scored heavily in tile matter of entrance 
foes. Ear instance, in Sydney it costs onlv $2.50 
(apart from jockey's fee i to nominate and start 
a horse fia- prize-money ranging from $500 to $750 
a race at anv “proprietary” in<*eflng. whereas 
jii Melbourne there arc entrance and aecontam-e 
fees ranging from $7.50 for a $25n to $12.50 for 
$750. 

The lowest cost to compete for a stake of $500 
at MellHUirne i* $7.50. so ii will be gathered that 
the “hallling" owner - and there are a fair num- 
ber — really linds it harder to make cuds meet there 
than here. As it is improbable the dubs will at- 
tempt to make the entrance fees heavier, perhaps 
they will meet the |k>sition 1»\ Increasing the book 
makers* fees, in the same fashion ns the Sydney 
clubs after they decided upon greater liberality 
prise* money.— Sydney Referee. 



DEFEATS WITHOUT DISHONOR. 



There are many races which the best horse does 
not win. yet all tin* honors are his when, owing to 
excessive weight or mistakes of his jockey, or un- 
fortunate happenings In the race, he is beaten, but 
lias shown ability far surpassing that of the actual 
winner. It is some of these great “runners-up” 
to which we propnNo to call attention, for while 
their^ names are not on the scroll of “previous win- 
ners, they deserve to be. lu defeat they won their 
greatest victories, according to correct racing esti- 
mates— (lie estimate of those who look deeper than 
--uiface and consider cause as well as effect. 

.tlie Cambridgeshire. England's great autumn han- 
dicap. has furnished some of the most “celebrated 
eases” illustrative of this. In fact, the Cauibridg •- 
shire has been the medium of some of the best han- 
dicap performances, its inaugural in 1S39 fell to 
the renowned Lanereost. then four years old. which 
with 121 pounds defeated Hetman Platoff. 3 years, 
110 pounds, and many others, to the delight of the 
north countrymen, who subsequently celebrated the 
prowess of the brown idol of Cumberland in a ballad: 
A teering nag was Sharpe’s Canteen, 

But nowt to auld Springkell; 

And Chasse was a ganner. 

And Inheritor as weel: 

A tougher meer than Modesty 
Th’ border never crossed: 

But Cumberland just banged ’em a* 

Wi’ Kamsbay’s Lanereost. 

Lancreost’s weight was not equalled by another 
Cambridgeshire winner for over forty years, when 
Foxhall surpassed it in 1881 with 126 pounds. Iii- 
deed. Lanercost’s weight has been exceeded only by 
four winners besides Foxhall — Florence in 1884. with 
127 pounds; Plaisanterie in 1885 with 124 pounds: 
La Fleeho in 1892 wilh 122 pounds and Polymelus 
iu 1906 with 122 pounds. It was in 1865 that Ad- 
miral Rous allotted the three-year-old Gladiateur, 
138 pounds in the Cambridgeshire, but the great 
French colt was unequal to it.

Blue Gown’s Cambridgeshire “second” was the 
greatest performance for a three vear-old to that 
date and following his Derby and Ascot Gold Cup tri- 
umphs. stamped him a high-class colt beyond ques- 
tion. To finish a good second to See-Saw. to which 
he conceded 12 pounds, was in itself a splendid per- 
formance. as See-Saw was a colt of decidedly high 
class. But Blue Gown also conceded 16 pounds to 
such a <*«»lt as Restitution. 37 pounds to Cecil, the 
Cesarewiteb winner, and to the bottom weight, the 
Princess colt, as much as 49 pounds. Certainly all 
the honors of the race were Blue Gown’s.

The race has often been spoken of as “Sterling’s 
Cambridgeshire” rather than that of Sabinus, as 
all the glory was Sterling’s. Ilis dead heat for 
second place with Allbrook, to which he conceded 
two years and thirty pounds, was in itself a tre- 
mendous performance. But Sabinus, the winner, to 
which Sterling conceded a year and four pounds, 
was a real “crack” that season. Sabinus had won 
the City aud Suburban from a field of twenty-eight. 
He had won the Great Metropolitan, the Beaufort 
Cup and the Ascot Gold Cup. Besides, there were 
behind Sterling two Derby winners — Kingcraft and 
Favonius. the winners of 1870 and 1871. Then, 
there wa« Corisande. winner of the Cesarewiteb : 
Anton, winner ol tin* Stcwards’Cup; Vestminster, 
winner of th** Cambridgeshire of 1869, and the 
French colt Henry, which won the Ascot Cnp the 
following year. To the minimum, Autolycus. Ster- 
ling conceded forty-six pounds. He defeated the 
Derby winner Favonius, at evens, and to Kingcraft, 
the Derby winner of the previous year, he conceded 
a year and seven pounds. It was a performance 
superior to Blue Gown’s, in that Sterling met a 
better class of horses. 

Sterling was a celebrated horse in many ways, 
lie was the colt which came near being matched 
against our Ilarry Bassett in 1871, which match 
fell through, because Mr. Gretton would not send 
him to America, and Colonel McDaniel finally de- 
clined to send Harry Basset r to England. Again. 
Sterling revived a new male line of Birdcatcher. 
which his sire. Oxford, could not. have done. Fi 
nally. while he was the most brilliant tuiler of 
his year, lie clearly proved lie was not a stayer: 
yet he sired Isononiy and Fernandez, the former the 
finest stayer of his time, and the line through 
Isinglass and John o’Gaunt and Swynford. is now- 
one of the most popular iu England, not to speak of 
Star Shoot's popularity here. Sterling trained 
on into his fifth year* when ho won the Liverpool 
Cup with 132 pounds. 

At the time he ran in the Cambridgeshire, Sterling 
was described by an English writer as. “a hay. 
without whip*, standing sixteen hands, resembling 
Collingwood more than any horse I can roniendior. 
He has a large, well-formed head, good shoulders 
and is deep in the heart, with capital back and 
loins. lli< forelegs are a little straight, which 
gives the idea of his going short, when he comes 
out of the stable : but this is dispelled when lie 
begins to gallop and displays his magnificent ac- 
tion.” We have a picture of Collingwood, winner 
of the Royal Hunt Cup 1K49. and if the artist has 
not fluttered him. lie must have l>een a giant horse 
of amazing beauty, but too heavily topped for a 
stayer. He may n<*t have been <«» exquisitely beauti- 
ful as Orlando or Kingston, but iu tin* entire “Gal- 
lery of the Turf Cracks” no horse combined beauty 
with so much size and substance as did Collingwood*. 

There was formerly a wider range in the English 
handicaps. A copy of tiie Cesarewiteb weights of 
1842 sIkwvs that Charles XII heads the list with 145 
|H)iiiuls and tin* scab* goes down to 63 pounds on a 
three year old by Bay Middleton — a range of 82 
Itounds. 'fills is only a sample of many. For the 
Chester Cup of 1844 Alice Hawthorn, then six 
years old. finished seeond with 134 pounds, the win- 
ner. R**d Deer, carrying only 56 pounds — a range .»r 
78 |Miiiiids. For tile Cesarewiteb of 1843 Alice Haw- 
thorn accepted 141 pounds. Lady Eleanor the mini- 
mum weight. 6b |K>uuds — a range of S4 pounds.

Ethelbert has the distinction of being the greatest 
“second” that ever contested tlje finish of the Su 
hurban. Not only that, but it was also the best 
race of his career ami like Hie Cambridgeshire 
“seconds” of Blue Gown and Sterling, it redounded 
more to his credit than all his victories. To have 
conceded 5 pounds to the winner was a feat of 
which no other horse of his day was capable, for 
while Kinley Mack was an unsound horse he was a 
formidable racer, a giant in stature, with a stride 
such as no horse since Longfellowr has shown. Nine 
people out of ten who saw' the race agree to this day 
that Ethelbert should have won. It was the lust 
year that “Danny” Maher rode in this country and 
tin* ride on Lthelliert was the worst he ever rode, 
lie allowed Ethelbert to be pocketed on the rails 
during the third and fourth quarters of the race, 
especially cm tin* baekstreteli. wrliere lie was utterly 
unable to get free, and when the horse finally got 
clear he was catching Kinley Mack — but it was too 
late to be effective.

Imp deserves more than the credit of running so 
glorious a “second” as she did. for Charentus sub- 
sequently proved himself a capital horse as hi* won 
the Kearney Handicap, the Citizens’ and Merchants’ 
at Saratoga (beating Advance Guard and Kinley 
Mack); the Oriental Handicap at Gravesend, and 
the Empire City Handicap. As will be seen. Imp 
conceded Charentus thirty-one pounds actual weight, 
while according to the scale at weight-for-age, 
Charentus would have tieen called upon to concede 
Imp two pounds. As it was, the race resulted in 
“three necks” at the finish, and while Lander’s 
band neglected to salute the black mare with “My 
Coal Black Lady” as it usually did when she won. 
she never won a race for which she deserved it so 
much as this one. — W. J?. Vosbnrgh, In Thoroughbred 
Record. 



Such tributes as Mr. Vosbnrgh pays to the great- 
ness of Ethelbert. Imp and Kinley Mack in honor- 
able defeat, were well earned by those superb 
racers. But having viewed little except eastern 
racing. Mr. Vosburgh’s range of observation d<s*s 
not take in the equally meritorious cases of the 
same nature cropping up now and then in western 
racing. For instance, hero in Chicago in 190.3. the 
splendid McChesney carried more weight and over 
a longer distance, when he ran second to John Me- 
Gurk in the Great Western Handicap at Washington 
Dark in time less than a second slower than the 
American record for a mile and half. No greater 
exhibition of great speed under a heavy impost was 
ever witnessed ou an American race track. More- 
over, McChesney could not have been at his host 
that day. for he coughed several times In the course 
of the race and finished wftn his nostrils stained 
with blood. John McGurk overraoed himself that 
day and never recovered from the strain, hut Mc- 
Chosney was able two months later to vanquish the 
mighty Hermis at even weights in the Twin City 
Handicap at Sheepshead Bay.

August Belmont’s Kincade won the Prix dn B«>is 
de Bologne at the $t. c label race meeting in France 
Monday. Joseph E. Widener’s Mont d’Or ran see- 
aml in the Prix des Ambepines. 

Mr. \V. B. Neales, a well-known Australian racing 
man, died in Adelaide recently. Mr. Neales was 
part owner of The Assyrian, when that horse won 
the Melbourne Cup in 1882. He was' also sirtiilarly 
situated in the case of First Water, when he ran 
second to Martini-Henry in 1883. 

The steamer Kakai, which arrived in Melbourne 
recently, had on board the following thoroughbred 
stallions sent from England by 1.

Hugh Penny’s skill as a trainer is probably re- 
sponsible tor Fathom’s marvellous improvement over 
his form of last year. When the horse entered his 
stable at Charleston last winter he was greatly run 
down and Penny’s efforts were directed to building 
lum up. With the improvement in Ills general 
physical condition came a corresponding and steady 
improvement in his speed. 

Hawthorn, which was ou the ailiu" list all last 
summer, is taking liis (rainiug at Lexington for 
this season's racing under J. C. Milam’s watchful 
eye with a vigor that holds out the promise that he 
will again show the brilliant form that marked his 
lacing as a two-year-old. He has seemingly en- 
tirely recovered from the effects of the sickness 
that befell him on the eve of the running of the 
Kentucky Derby one year ago. 

Francis Nelson, commenting in the Toronto Globe 
on the move to bar dockers from Kentucky tracks, 
writes: “Only from the standpoint of the betting 

owner can any argument be offered in support of 
the Haves Kcctie proposition, and that is not the 
most desirable point of view. On a public race 
course it ought to be open to everybody to see and 
report what is done* in the way of work, whether 
that report be made to an individual, or to the public 
at large through a newspaper.” 

Although Australian horses have scarcely done as 
well as could Ik* wished in imjiortaut races in India 
during the past couple of years, and England is 
receiving greater attention from that country's buy- 
ers, we are not quite neglected. In Melbourne 
last week Mr. Agar Wynne disposed of Cider (Ayr 
Laddie -Pralecn i lo the owner-trainer. T. Scott, 
who will ship Cider to India after the Australian 
Jockey Club meeting. Cider is a better sprinter 
than stayer, and presumably Mr. Scott has Insight 
him more with a view to short races than the Vice 
toy's Cup. which Is run at a distance unlikely to 
suit him. — Sydney Referee. 

The mutuel system may not be established at 
Hamilton before next season, but that is **ue place 
where the “iron men” will bo immediately ami de- 
cidedly jKipular. Anything that does well for us is 
always appreciated, and tho mutuels will provide 
returns at Hamilton of such proportions to the 
investments as will delightfully surprise those who 
do not realize that in order to show nt its liest tin* 
system requires large and well-balanced fields, such 
as most events on the Hamilton program call out. 
Odds far beyond what would Ik* possible under The 
booking method will be common enough once ibe 
mutuel system Is universal throughout the circuit.

His juvenile form? of course, places 
him well in front of his rivals, lull there has been 
:im “if” a Ik *ut the sou of Roi Ilerode and Valiren 
ever since last October. Present reports concern- 
ing him. fortunately, are more encouraging, and 
those that should be iu a position i<* know all 
tl at can at present be known about him are per- 
fectly satisfied with his progress. At the same 
time the results of reeeut Derby s have more often 
fl an not failed to show the l»esi juvenile oecunying 
the same position at three years of age. Spear- 
mint. Orby. Signorlneita. Minoru and Tagaiie— 
m u • of tiiesc looked Ilk** blossoming out into a 
Derby winner at the close of their first turf soa- 
son. Apart from the existing possibility of some- 
thing coining to tin* front in similar fashion this 
year il should not I »•* overlooked that tin* coming 
IVrby may be invested with greater international 
interest than usual. Imprimis, there are many 
French -bred and owned horses engaged, the list 
being headed by M. Ediiioml Rlane. with a party 
of a half dozen.

The 
president in his message to Congress yesterday went 
to unusual lengths to point out that it was par- 
ticularly against Huerta that he desired to take 
action. ‘ After the 1 mi use of representatives had 
adopted by a vote of 337 to 37 a resolution specifi- 
cally authorizing President Wilson to use the armed 
forces of tin* nation to compel Huerta to respect 
ibe* Cnited States the senate foreign relations com- 
mitter agreed at midnight to rejsirt the resolution, 
•lit with ilie preamble amended to read *‘in ? view 
of the situation presented by the president” and 
eliminating individual reference to Httertu through 
out the measure. The senate briefly discussed the 
house resolution and llien adjourned uutil. noon 
todav. The objection to the house resolution in the 
senate was that it singled out Huerta. Senator 
L«lge presented a substitute for the preamble of 
the resolution reported by the committee which 
sets forth - That the state of unrest, violence and 
anarchy which exists in Mexico, the numerous uti 
• becked and unpunished murders of American citi- 
zens and the spoliation of their property in that 
••ouiitrv. the impossibility of securing protection 
or redress by diplomatic methods in tlie absence of 
lawful or effective authority, the inability of Mexico 
to discharge its international obligations, the un- 
provoked insults and indignities heaped upon tlie 
flag and uniform of the United States by the armed 
forces in occupation of large parts of Mexico terri- 
tory have become intolerable. That the self respect 
;md dignity iff the United States and Ilie duty to pro- 
tect its citizens and its international rights require 
that such a course be followed in Mexico by our 
government as to compel respect and observance 

° f Ro%!rYs 1 ' Horn Admiral Fletcher that he has seized 
the custom house and landed marines in \era Cruz 
in compliance with orders sent early yesterday are 
momentarily expected at the white house. One re- 
oort was that marines already have landed. Secre- 
tary Daniels refused to confirm this. 1 he order to 
seize the custom house was given to prevent a large 
shipment of arms for Huerta about to be landed 
tlieie bv a German ship from being transported to 
Mexico Citv.

RACING CONDITIONS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

A recent visitor to Sydney was Mr. W. Hutchison, 
sporting edit<»r of the Johannesburg Daily Mail, 
w ho was on his way to New Zealaud to see his rela- 
tiv4*s. Alt hough Iu* lias come from South Africa 
for a holiday Mr. Hutchison has been deputed to 
note tin* workings of Hie various totalisator machines 
in Australia and New Zealaud. as. though a bill 
which would have the effect of abolishing bookmak- 
ing in the Transvaal lias been shelved, there is 
said to In* still a possibility of its becoming law. 
If this should <*ome about the clubs will need the 
latest and best in the way of total isa tors. The 
machine at present used by Johannesburg clubs 
does not give the totals on the different horses as 
tin* investments are made, and Mr. Hutchison tells 
me that in consequence it is occasionally necessary 
to go into the betting ring to ascertain what is 
favorite for a race. 

As is generally known, the bookmakers and to- 
talisator jointly satisfy the needs of Johannesburg 
punters. The government takes two per-cent, from 
the machine and the working expenses are about 
another one per-cent. The straight-out and place 
totalisators are in us»*. the investments on the latter 
being about double those on the former. Mr. Hut- 
chison expressed himself favorable to the book- 
makers and totalisator in competition, but in reply 
to my query as to what Johannesburg owners gener- 
ally thought of the possible abolition of the former, 
said: 

"Well, many favor the idea, believing ihe total isa- 
tor would be better if. as iu New Zealand, the in- 
vestments had a direct bearing on prize-money dis- 
tributed by a club. Tlie necessity for betting would 
be lessened. If, however, uncertainty attached to 
a gnodlv jKirtioii of the totalisator percentage fiml- 
ing its 'way back into the game as stakes, owners 
generally would prefer adherence to the present po- 
sition. At one time there was no totalisator betting 
in Cape Colony, but the beginning of this year 
saw the entire abolition of bookmakers and all 
speculation confined to tin* machine. In Durban, as 
in Johannesburg, business is transacted both through 
bookmakers ami totalisators.” 

In and within 27 miles of Johannesburg racing is 
now confined to Saturdays and publii* holidays. 
When this first came about, it was thought the 
end of unregistered racing on the Rand was in sight. 
The .lohannesburg Turf Club removed disqualifica- 
tions from various ponies and galloways that had 
figured at Auckland Dark, but when they were 
tried and found wanting at Turffontein (where the 
Johannesburg Turf Club and the Johannesburg 
Pony aud Galloway Club race>. they quickly drift- 
ed back to the unregistered ranks, and the Auckland 
Park proprietary are now in such a strong position 
that they think nothing of clashing with tin* "reg- 
istered” dubs. The "Park*' is a regular goldmine 
to its shareholders, and the Johannesburg Turf 
Club, with which are associated certain proprietary 
rights, pays about $20,000 yearly in dividends, and 
also rejoices iu a big reserve fund. Bearing on 
dividends. Mr. Hutchison mentioneil that no club 
racing under the South African Jockey Club's rules 
is allowed to pay more than 10 p»*r cent. 

“At one time,” said Mr. Hutchison. ”a tremen- 
dous amount of business was transacted iu Johan- 
nesburg >in big events iu England: in fa<*t. stable 
monev came from the ohi country for investment. 
Now all that is changed, as under the present law 
we are not supposed to bet on other than local 
races. In consequence our ring is weak financially 
by comparison with a few years ago.” 

Considering that it is nothing unusual for con- 
siderably « ver $100,000 to go through the totalisator 
in a day at a Johannesburg Turf Club meeting, to 
say nothing of what the bookmakers must hold, Mr. 
Hutchison rather surprised me when In* stated that 
an attemlance of 7 ,<mmi approached a record for 
Turffontein. It «*i»sls tin* bookmakers $70 a day to 
l»et at that track, but there are only about thirty 
doing business. Since the present law came into 
force, there is really more racing at Turffontein 
than under I he old conditions. Mr. Hutchison says 
a good galloway is now really more valuable for 
racing purposi*x in the Transvaal than a good horse. 
Its opportunities arc greater. "We have a fine lot 
of horses in the Transvaal.” continued Mr. Hutchi- 
son, "and those best suited for our tracks, which 
are hard and fast, arc of tin* light-topped order.” 
The Turffontein track is a particularly tine one, 
l»i*ing a mile aud three-quarters in circumference. — 
Pilot in Sydney Referee. 

AMERICAN SUCCESSES IN FRANCE. 

Jockey Frank O’Neill was in good form at Eng- 
hein April 3, when lie pilot4*il three winners and 
finished sts*ond in another race. One of his winners 
was Pirpiriol, from the stable <ff W. K. Vanderbilt. 
The same day jockey M. McGee won a $1,000 race 
with 11. B. Duryca’s Hickory and finished second iu 
the Prix Lagrange, an $8,000 stake, with Mr. Dur- 
yca’s Durbav. 

At the Bois dc Bmtlonge track April 5 Milton 
Henry landeil two winners, while O’Neill and McGee 
each piloted one. 

At St. Cloud April G McGee rode two winners, 
one being li. It. Duryca’s Frizzle, in tin* Prix Si- 
moninn. ;i $1,000 race. O’Neill rod»- W. K. Vander- 
bilt’s Omaha to victory the sann* day in a $1,000 
race. Frizzle is a three-year-old chestnut colt by 
the French stallion Biniou out of the American mare 
I nz' tte. a daughter of Hamburg and Ondulee. 

At St. Ouen April 7 V. Powers won a hurdle race 
on Eugene Leigh’s Pane and F. Williams placed in 
another hurdle raee. 

At St. Cloud April 18 O’Neill again distinguished 
himself bv piloting three winners, one being W. K. 
Vanderbilt’s Eversley and auotlier Karon Edouard 
dc Rothschild’s Yellow’ Stone. 

At Eughein April 9 Guy Garner succeeded in scor- 
ing twice, while Milton Henry, Johnny Reiff and 
Frank O’Neill eaeb accounted for a race. O’Neill’s 
victorv was achieved on Pirpiriol in the Prix b* 
Blois, a $4,000 raee.

'Plie other four events are open to Amer- 
ican owners, aud are the Windsor Hotel Clip, for 
three-year-olds and over, at a mile ami an eighth; 
Jacques Cartier Stakes for three-year-olds and over 
at a mile; Kindergarten Stakes, for two-year-olds at 
five-eighths of a mile; and the Prince of Wales 
Steeplechase at about two miles aud a half. En- 
tries to these raees close Monday. April 27. Their 
ondit ions are printed iu full iu this issue of Daily 
Racing Form and their increased value cannot fail 
to appeal favorably to those owners who look for- 
ward to a campaign over the Canadian tracks. 



PAY-OFF RULES IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

As inquiries often reach me relative to totalisator 
rub's in South Australia, tin* following from the 
booklet coiittninifcig tin* South Australia Jockey 
Club’s (Adelaide) autumn program should be of in- 
terest: "When ten or more horses start in any race 

the total amount invested, less 7% per-cent, com- 
mission and 2 % per-cent, government tax, will he 
divided pro rata as follows, viz: — Three-fourths 
thereof l>4*tween holders of tickets on the first horse 
and one-fourth thereof between holders of tickets on 
the second horse. When less than ten horses start 
iu any race tin* whole amount invested (less com- 
mission and government tax) will b** divided be- 
tween tlie holders of tickets oil tlie first horse only. 
Fractions of one shilling on one pound tickets or of 
three-pence on five shilling tickets will not he 
paid.” Relative to two dividends, the New Zealand 
rule p4*rmits of that course being adopted when the 
runners only total six. — Pilot, in Sydney Referee. 

WOODBINE TRACK NOT YET SETTLED. 



Toronto. Ont.. April 21. — The horses at Woodbine 
an* going along well, and there is no reason to 
fear that they will not lie ready when race day is 
here a month hence. So far. fff course, there lias 
l»een no such thing as fast work, for two reasons — 
Hie horses and the track are not ready for it. Wet 
spots are frequent enough, but the mud is niff deep, 
and a few days of good weather will put the going 
in summer-time condition. The only rc<*ent move out 
of tlie ordinary routine was the gallop of Dr. Neot, 
from the Davies’ stable. He put in the first 
ipiarter <*lose to 24 sei-ouds. half a mib* in 52%. and 
five furlongs iu 1:05%, pulling up three-quarters in 
1 :2 0%. in response to trainer Henry Mel hi n id’s sig- 
nal. Tu«* horse was not meant to go at anything 
like that jrace, but good race-riders are not always 
good work riders, and jockey Claver let him go too 
fast.
